‘SNOOK PREMEDITATION 


IN MURDER 15 DENIED 


Counsel Attempts To Dis- 
credit State Witness in 
Cross Examination. 


Columbus, Ohio, August 2.—(4)— 
Dr. James Snook’s attorneys 
pounced upon two state witnesses in 
eross-examination today to discredit 
the charge of premeditated murder on 
which the state hopes to send the for- 
mer Ohio State professor to the elec- 
tric chair for the killing of Theora 
K. Hix. 


Defense Attorney John F. Seidel 
cross-examined Coroner A. J. Murphy 
for an hour and a half in an effort 
to swerve him from the statement 
that the deliberate severing of the 
co-ed’s jugular vein, after she had been 
beaten with a hammer, was the direct 
cause of her death. 

The indictment against Dr. Snook 
bases the charge of premeditation 
upon this act, which Dr. Snook is al- 
leged to have admitted in a_ signed 
confession and later in an interview 
with newspapermen, explaining in 
both instances that he severed the 
girl’s jugular vein with his pocket 
knife to relieve her suffering from 
hammer blows. Attorney Seidel ask- 
ed the coroner if it were not possible 
that the hammer wounds on the girl’s 
head had produced death rather than 
the hemorrhage from the gash in her 
neck. 

Called Improbable. 


Tt was possible, Coroner Murphy 
admitted, but he did not consider that 
it was probable in this case. 

The use the defense made of Con- 
stable John Guy’s testimony was to 
impress upon the jury of 11 men and 
one woman that Fisher road, at the 
edge of the rifle range where the kill- 
ing occurred, was widely used as a 
place for “‘necking parties” at night 
and that one of the constable’s duties 
is to suppress this practice by patrol- 
ing the road ‘and keeping all automo- 
biles moving.

Youngstown, Ohio, August 2p) 
Liquor raids exceeding in propoftions 
any ever seen by federal prohibition in 
Ohio cleaned out the “steel town” of 
Campbell last night and early today. 
Fifty enforcement officers demolished 
half a hundred speakeasies, arrested 
the proprietors, and dumped gallons of 
whisky and beer into gutters. 

All the raids were on places where 
under-cover agents already had made 
purchases, raiders said. Among the 
prisoners was a man booked as John 
Vansuch, former safety director of 
Campbell. The agents said several 
former policemen also were included 
among the prisoners. 

Campbell, a suburb of Youngstown, 
described by agents as “the wettest 
spot in Ohio,” is populated princi- 
pall, by workers in the steel] mills. 
Hundreds of these collected in the 
streets as the raids went on, and at 
one place more than 500 gathered 
about the agents, jeering and booing. 
Emergency squads of federal men were 
summoned and there was no serious 
outbreak. 

The first onslaught was at 3 o'clock 

yesterday afternoon, and . from that 
hour until early this morning, the 
raids continued. Those arrested, with 
confiscations made in their places, 
were crowded into a second floor hall 
of the small federa: building, where 
agents guarded the exits while the 
prisoners were questioned by Paul 
Hansen, special treasury department 
investigator. 
Early today a caravan of automo- 
biles and trucks loaded with 49 men 
and women taken in the raids set out 
for Cleveland, where they will face 
liquor charges.

Although arrested many -times Cal- 
len never was convicted.

On the surface there was little evi- 
dence of the spirit of revolt which 
flamed yesterday, but an undercurrent 
of unrest pervaded the institution. <A

Texan’s Gamble With Death 


REFUSED 50-YEAR SENTENCE TO SEEK NEW TRIAL 


[Ended in Electric Chair 


Huntsville, Texas, August 2.—(/) 
Harry J. Leahy, southwest Texas 
rancher, who chanced death rather 
than aecept a 50-year prison sentence, 
died in the eleetrie chair at the state 
penitentiary here today in expiation 
of the murder of Dr. J. A. Ramsey, 
of Mathis. 

In 1926 a jury at George West 
found Leahy guilty and assessed pun- 
ishment at 50 years in the penitenti- 
ary. Leaby presented a motion for 
a new trial which was granted with 
a change of venue to Georgetown. 

Additional bits of evidence were 
woven about the testimony of Rob- 
erto Martinez, a Mexican, at the sec- 
ond trial, and Leahy was sentenced 
to death February Y, 1927. 

Then began a steady fight for life 
which was not terminated until a few 
minutes before Leahy went to the 
chair early today. With the time 
for the execution at hand, Governor 
Moody telephaned a 30-minute re- 
prieveto permit the rancher’s attorneys 
to make a final effort to find a judge 
who would stay the execution. 

Walks Bravely to Death. 

Bravely, but without the bluster of 
the professional criminal, the rancher 
walked to his death. .te said noth- 
ing as he was strapped into the chair, 
but suddenly motioned a warden to 
him and whispered. 


Quickly the warden removed the 


sandals from Leaby’s feet. Thus was 
he saved the ignominy of death “with 
his boots on,” a badge of shame in 
the cattle country in which he grew 
up. 

Dr. Ramsey obtained the old Leahv 
ranch by purchase at a_ foreclosure 
sale. Leahy, the state contended, re- 
sented the acquisifion and plotted to 
regain possession of the property. 

Story of Sick Kelative. 


He was alleged. to have sent Mar- 
tinez to the aged physician's home 
with a story of a sick relative. The 
Mexican testified he lured Dr. Ram- 
sey to a deserted spot where a shal- 
low grave had been dug. There Leaby, 
Martinez testified, tortured Dr. Ram- 
sey for hours and forced the sign- 
ing of papers which, however, never 
were recorded. 

Then, said the Mexieun, Leahy 
struck Dr. Ramsey on the back of 
the head, trussed the body and cast 
it into the grave. Dr. Ramsey still 
lived, however, Martinez testified, and 
Leahy then slit his throat with a dirk. 


Two $10,000 offers marked the prog- 
ress of the Ramsey disappearance 
mystery and then trial. JLeahy once 
offered to find the bedy for $10,000 
and then suspicion pointed towards 
him. His last $10,000 offer was to 
any lawyer who would obtain a new 
trial for him. 


SERIOUS PROBLEMS 
CONFRONT FARM BOARD 


Washington, August 2. —(/)—As 
soon as some pressing tasks have been 
disposed of, the federal farm board 
intends to inguire carefully into the 
whole problem of land utilization, con- 
demnation and reforestation. 

This field of study is regarded Ly 
the board as holding an important 
key to the solution of agriculture’s dif- 
ficulties, but just what will result 
from its inquiry can hardly be fore- 
cast. 

The board realizes that, despite dili- 
gent study already given by experts, 
the questions involved are still unset- 
tled. A great many of the scientists 
of the department of agriculture, 
upon whose knowledge the board is 
expected to lean, believe, however, 
that the problem will resolve itself 
into a plan for specialized growing of, 
certain crops on the soils best suited 
to them and the setting aside of the 
poorer acreage for the more easily 
adaptible branches of farming and 
horticulture. 

Almost any program’ the board 
might adopt, if it reaches any decision 
at all, will require many years te put 
into effect. The angle of the problem 
most susceptible to controversy 1 held 
to be that of justice to farmers whose 
lands would be selected for new and 
sometimes apparently less profitable 
crops. This proposition alone is re- 
garded as making it certain that a 
final solution will take some time, 
since education is believed to be the 
best way of approaching it. 

Reclamation and irrigation projects 
are likely to be affected vitally by the 
board’s study. Many responsible offi- 
cials of the agriculture department are 
ready to recommend cessation of all 
further undertakings of this kind. 
Whether the board would be willing 
to go this far is questionable, but some 
recommendation on this aspect of the 
general situation.is considered likely. 

Qne important phase of the study 
will concern itself with reforestation. 
At present government figures show a 
| small decline in the use of wood prod- 
, ucts, but two or three years ago the 
| 'nited States was using wood at a 
a4 rate which was threatening the forests.
